the worst as some of the canal has 
rest is but a shallow frog pond.

would practically require rebuilding 
throughout to make it in serviceable 
condition for even the old style of 
canal boat. It will be a second Pana- 
ma canal if they attempt to make it 
large enough to accommodate 
lake 


vessels. It will probably never be a 
paying investment to anyone. 
The 


reasons for this are many but

chief one is the railway competition. 
Almost without exception, the people 
of our county would prefer to see the 
canal sold and the project disapprov- 
ed.
